“-I-HE American Bible Society finds itself for the first time in a quarter of a cem 

tury in debt. Its Reserve Surplus is entirely used up. During the last fou 
years it has drawn upon this surplus on an average $30,000 a year, in order that its 
far-reaching missionary work at home and abroad might not be suddenly crippled. 
Now this surplus is exhausted and the Society is in debt. Legacies, formerly sc 
large and constant, have ceased to be a dependable source of income. ‘The present 
annual contributions from Life Members,*Donors, Churches, and Auxiliaries, to 
gether with the income from Trust Funds, are clearly insufficient for the work 0} 
the Society, and this work should everywhere be enlarged, and nowhere diminished

laborers in giving the Bible to the world. The Young 
Men’s Christian Asscciation and the Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, and all these other organi- 
zations, are alike inclusive in proposing not to inter- 
penetrate all, but to be omni- or pan-representative, 
the servant of all,—the true forerunners of the feder- 
ated church idea which it is the purpose of this great 
gathering to advance. We sometimes forget how 
practically the varicus churches are working together 
at present in these organizations. 

The Young Men’s Christian Association, whose 
founder bas just died, is a remarkable illustration. 
During the lifetime of a generation this organization, 
which George Williams started, in North America 
alone has accumulated property worth $32,000,000, 
and expends annually for supervision and current 
expenses nearly five millions of dollars. Over two 
thousand secretaries and other workers are among 
its effective representalives. It is reaching in a re- 
markable way railroad men, to the praise of the rail- 
road managers themselves; college men, so that the 
religious interest in our American colleges is greater 
than ever before in their history ; the army and navy, 
as a moral tonic that is most significant; and the 
young men of our larger cities and towns. It ought 
to be at once established in every one of the eight 
thousand cities of the United States having a popula- 
tion of five thousand people and over. It has educa- 
tional classes, and libraries, and lecture courses, and 
Bible classes, and evangelistic services, and acts as a 
bond between the churches, creating a central meet- 
ing-place belonging to all, bringing the men of a 
community together on a high plane, giving the good 
results of club life without its deteriorating effects. 
It is a training school for efficiency in the work of the 
church, as well as in secular activities. Many churches 
have adopted it officially as their institutional branch, 
and have placed its announcements on their calendars 
and its sign- boards on their churches along with those 
that are peculiar to their own activities. It has 
reached out into foreign lands and made itself so con- 
spicuous and successful among the Japanese troops 
as to receive the recognition of the Mikado; and we 
all know what work it did in our own~camps in the 
recent so-called war with Spain, and in the Philip- 
pines. Can any one imagine that it could begin to be 
as effective it it were not federated—if it did not repre- 
sent a united body of Christian activity, having the 
moral support of the great communions! 

The Women’s Christian Temperance Union is per- 
haps an even more significant moral influence. I have 
sometimes thought it to be the most powerful active 
agency which exists in this country to keep vital the 
temperance sentiment and to oppose the audacious 
and fallacious intrigues of the liquor traffic and its 
political and social aids and abettors. This militant 
host of godly women is as terrible as an army with 
banners. Their organization is a meeting-place for 
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the earnest spirits of all the churches. It is mor 
than a meeting-place,—it is a workshop of purity an 
righteousness. We shall never know until the secret 
of history are revealed what has been accomplishet 
by these heroic women, who, not unmindful of thei 
own churches, but ever mindful of the common in 
terest of the Church of God, wage a warfare that i 
sleepless. They have purified our army from th 
canteen, and if their hands are upheld they may pre 
vail upon this nation to give us an army and a navy 
as temperate and self-controlled as that of imperia 
Japan, which has revealed such intrepid valor ane 
astonished the world by its immunity from diseas 
and its chivalry. This would not be possible in ow 
land without the federated action of these women 0 
our churches, bringing to bear upon society and gov 
ernment the high ideals of the Pure and Perfect One 
creating a nation tempered as a Damascus blade; % 
nation keen, clear-brained, restrained, fit for the 
leadership of the world. 

But to pass rapidly to one or two institutions tha 
have their centers in this city, while their lines have 
gone out to the ends of the earth, let me refer to the 
American Tract Society, which has for its aim nothing 
less than the co-operation 93f all the churches in sow 
ing broadcast a spiritual literature fitted for the awak 
ening and inspiring of all peoples. : 

Sometimes these old names and old ideals are sc 
commonplace to us that we fail to receive their sig 
nificance. Recent communications show the attemp' 
on the part of a Christian literature society in Chiné 
to impregnate that land with a true philosophy and E 
true spiritual ideal. The story of their work anc 
their translations into the Chinese languages and the 
establishment of a similar movement in the westerr 
part of China is as fascinating as the myths of early 
Greece. The harvest will be not of warriors, but o 
saints. But oh! how these movements lack sufficient 
support. An earnest spirit has attempted to sow 
India deep with verses of the Scriptures, printing 
them by the millions and scattering them as the 
leaves of the trees are scattered in the autumn all ove 
that land of mysticism and brooding darkness, ot hal 
faiths and no faith, but again there is lack of a sup: 
port and backing. Should not this country, whick 
has already accomplished such achievements througt 
the colporteurs and agents of this venerable Society, 
gather about it and unite in some relation so that thi 
seed-sowing may go mightily forward? 

I must lay especial emphasis upon the honoralll 
Society that I have the distinction to serve, the Amer 
ican Bible Society. It is now approaching ninety 
years of fellowship with the American churche 
During these ninety years the men of all the church 
have been welcome in its councils, and they have r 
there as brethren, whatever may have been the dir 
of sectarian strife outside. During this period mor 
than thirty-one millions of dollars, not including trus 
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nds, have been poured into the treasury of this So- 
sty for its far-reaching work—and its issues in this 
me period have exceeded 76,000,000. Four times 
‘ring its history it has attempted systematically the 
pply of every needy hume in this country: once 
1826, again in 1856, again in the sixteen years 
pm 1866 to 1882, and again in the eight years from 
82to 1890. In these special efforts it has visited over 
een millions of families and circulated directly two 
d one-half million copies of the Scriptures. This 
-ter figure makes no mention of the indirect circula- 
on from the Society’s presses, which may be esti- 
lated in part from the statement that the entire dis- 
bution during the last eight years of its re-supply 
as over 8,000,000, This last attempt to minister to 
e needs of this couutry cost the Society for col- 
rtage and freight alone $404,609.83, to say nothing 
i the costof the books donated. Duriag the last 
-cade in the more settled portions of the community 
‘has left this work of distribution largely to its 
\Xiliary societies, and has heeded the calls that 
.ve become so insistent from the great foreign mis- 
pn fields of the world. In its penetration of foreign 
ds it has gone forward opening up the way of the 
‘oss. When one of its colporteurs reached a little 
lage on the ‘“‘Blue Nile,” the chief of the village 
‘me out and said, “ You have turned the rest of 
e world upside down and now you have come 
Pre.” 
The superintendent of the Methodist Episcopal mis- 
ons in the Phillipines says they have not gone to a 
gle place in the Philippines to open preaching but 
hat they have had the way prepared for them by the 
lporteurs of this Society. The Rev. Dr. Jessup, on 
eslopes of the Lebanon, looking out over the mis- 
field of the Presbyterian Board and referring to 
e work of the American Bible Society, said, “It is 
se plowshare of it all.” 
Its workers are the sappers and miners of the divi- 
yons of the Christian army, and it is the supply de- 
mrtment of ordnance as well. 
| Its emphasis is placed everywhere on the Common 
0k. What unspeakable folly it would have been 
have had many variant ecclesiastical versions in 
“@ mission fields or at home. Here the Quaker, and 
se Jover of the liturgy, the Presbyterian, the Con- 
-egationalist, and the Methodist meet and have met 
‘r nearly a century as brothers, respecting each 
ther’s regimental colors, but, above all, loyal to the 
nner of the Cross and interested in the great pur- 
se of giving the whole Bible to the whole world. 
These societies fail sometimes of their highest pos- 
lities because the Churches fail to take them into 
eir closest fellowship and care. Let me refer to the 
imerican Bible Society, which serves gladly all the 
furches so far as its constitutional limits will allow. 
ere are still denominations that, while giving aid 
through individuals and churches, do not 
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include its transactions in their official lists. There 
are others that speak of and support — either 
five, six, or seven societies, I will not name the 
exact figure—who leave the American Bible So- 
ciety out, though they helped to originate it, and it 
is most closely bound up with all their missionary ac- 
tivities ; and there is a disposition on the part of others 
to consider the work as outsideZtheir regular work. 
This should not be. All the Churches should take, 
not a perfunctory but a profound interest in these 
truly representative societies—should closely inspect 
their affairs—they court such inspection—should en- 
thusiastically support them if found worthy, and 
should as applaudingly acclaim their achievements 
as a part of their own victories. If they are worth 
while at all they are as vital as the ganglia of the 
nervous system, and should be. watched as closely as 
a switchboard, for they are connecting links in the 
great enterprises of these mighty Christian Churches, 
serving their';common interests, and should they fail 
confusion must ensue. 

They do not fail, however. Their results show that 
the work is almost frictionless. Few purely denomi- 
national agencies run so smoothy as these pan-de- 
nominational ones. There is just enough of restraint 
upon the representatives on these boards, and just 
enough appreciation of their high representative re- 
sponsibility,to produce the highest efficiency with the 
least waste. Every word and every argument counts, 
and the atmosphere of courtesy is provocative of the 
best results. Neither is there lack of eaergy and 
enthusiasm. Each feels under some obligation to 
contribute of his best. I have never seen debates” 
conducted upon a higher plane than at such official 
gatherings. The Supreme Court of the United States 
could not carry forward its business with more appli- 
cation, dignity, and courtesy than are observed 
regularly for instance in the monthly meetings 
of the Board of Managers of the American Bible 
Society. ; 

There is a great economy of energy and expendi- 
ture. Imagine what it would cost in time and money 
to establish all over this country and in all of the 
missionary fields,the machinery to run denominational 
Bible houses, and denominational Bible circulation, 
denominational Young Men’s Christian Associations, — 
and denominational Women’s Christian Temperance 
Unions. Such a programme would be simply ruinous 
waste, as it would be to keep up in Manchuria the 
three or four gauges of railroad that are now there, 
and which the Japanese are at once bringing into con- 
formity with the common standard. In some of these 
matters it is already evident that the world is too 
small for anything skort of federated activity to be 
suitable or available. 

I had only a little while ago a letter from a lady in 
Jerusalem asking me to arrange for Russian Scrip- 


tures to be given to a young man who had been a- 
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member of the Greek Church, who was working 
among the Russian sailors on the warships at Port 
Said and the Suez Canal. I wrote to our representa- 
tive in Constantinopole that he might take up this 
matter as belonging to his Levant field, and before a 
return communication had been [received the young 
man called at my office in the Bible House and said 
that he was busy distributing tracts and other Chris- 
tian literature on behalf of the American Tract Society

BIBLE TOURING IN SIAM BY BOAT. 
R. CARRINGTON, in Siam, is happy in 
M the possession of a new Bible boat—the 
““Germano’’—contributed by some friends in 
Germano, Ohio. He writes afvopos of this as follows : 


The great valley of the Manam is low and level, 
and many miles.up from the mouth of the river Chow- 
phya, on which Bangkok is situated, it is cut up in 
every direction by rivers and canals. Almost the 
first thing that catches the traveler’s eye on approach- 
ing the mouth of the Chowphya (Manam) are the two 
long low tanks of this river fringed with mangrove 
trees. As Bangkok, with its 500,000 inhabitants, is 
reached, all sorts of water craft are seen from the 
ocean steamers which ply between Bangkok and 
Hecngkeng north and Singapore, to the tiniest cance. 
There are the big lighters which carry rice and teak 
timber out to the large ships at anchor outside the 
bar, the large rice boats propelled with cars, the men 
sitting or standing as they row. These come in all 
directions from up-country, bearing their precious 
burdens to the rice mills, more than a dozen of which 
are running sometimes night and day to prepare this 
grain for many of the world’s markets. 

Sugar boats, salt boats, betel-leaf boats, earthen- 
ware boats, vegetable boats, boats fitted up with all 
sorts of store goods, fish boats, fruit boats of all de- 
scriptions, some with houses on them as shelters from 
rain and heat,and scme without, are ceaselessly mov- 
ing up and down ard across this great river. They 
seem never to grow weary. Insome of these craft 
families live and children are born. Then there are 
the ferryboats which move up and down and across 

the stream carrying their passengers at from half a 
cent to eight, or ten, or twelve cents, according to the 
distance. There are the tiny pork boats, cake boats 
and the rum boats, the owners crying out their wares. 
Men, women, and children alike manage perfectly 
these curious craft. Boats are the main means of 
travel and cartage, and will be for a long time to 
come, if not always, inlower Siam. The few sailboats 
only touch comparatively few of the towns and 
cities thus far, but we are right glad of their help in 
travel, 
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to the immigrants from Russia and other southern 
European countries at Ellis Island, New York har- 
bor. So it goeszon constantly. 

The nations are drawing together ; the world is but 
one neighborhood; and if the Church of God is to rise 
to its vast opportunities it must work out ideals of 
federated service as indicated in part along lines tnat | 
have already been significantly opened up by these 
great all-inclusive societies. 


Four main rivers flowing down the Manam valley 
run into the Gulf of Siam. What we call the mouth 
of a river I once heard a Siamese call the mouth of 
the gulf. These rivers are the Chowphya (Manam), | 
the Bangpakong, the Tacheen, Maklong, and the | 
Petchaburee. It has been my privilege to go on 
Bible tours-on all these rivers, though on the last a 
very little. Many long canals run between these 
rivers, making travel quite easy, comfortable, and 
much of the time very pleasant. The scenery on 
the rivers at times is very beautiful and grand; and we 


may add that the greater part of lower Siam’s popu- 
lation live upon the banks ofthe rivers and canals. 
Then there are the quaint floating houses in Bangkok 
and in many of the large river towns. They are tied 
up near the banks of the streams, some of them being © 
residences, some workshops,and some stores or shops — 
where all kinds of articles are exposed for sale. Many 
of the boats are made out of a single log, some out 
of a log and boards, and some entirely of boards. : 
Now it is plainly seen from what has been said that — 
boats are absolutely essential for active life in this 
country. The missionaries and American Bible So- — 
ciety’s laborers, to carry on their evangelistic work — 
efficiently, must travel in boats. The boat ‘“‘ Germano,” 


as will be seen from the picture, is not a large one, _ 


but just the thing for one colporteur to travel up these 
rivers ard canals, It is about twenty-two feet in length 
and nearly four feet wide in the middle, and requires 
two men to row it, though it is a three-board boat, ; 
It has on it a neat house where the colporteur lives - 
when on his journeys, and where he keeps his stock — 
of Scriptures and other necessaries. The men stand : 
up when they row and push on the oars. Many of 
them are very expert oarsmen. The length ofa tour 
by the colporteur who mans the “Germano”? is from _ 
thirty to forty days. This coJporteur’s name is Nai 
Choom, the word Nai being equivalent to Mr. 

It is well to say here that this is the boat we have ; 
purchased with the $40 raised by the Rev.J. W. Black 
of Germano, Ohio; and it has been named the “ Ger= 
mano.” Itisa little difficult to fix the time exactly 
when it became the ‘‘Germano,” Now | wantto fix 
on a time. and we will say she became your,boat (the

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the date I first knew of your good work. Since this 
date the ‘‘Germano” has made two tours, and for 
these trips Nai Choom reported the sale of 2,135 
books of the Siamese Scriptures and ro4 Chinese, a 
total of 2,239; beside this, he has been absent now 
thirty days on another tour. The ‘‘Germano”’ there- 
fore is busy going about and doing good, and there is 
not an idle rib in her. The colporteur takes with him 
on each tour about 1,660 books, and averages about 
I, 200 sales on each trip. The books areall Scriptures, 
and mainly Genesis, Ruth, Esther, Job, Proverbs, 
Daniel, Jonah, Ecclesiastes, Matthew, Mark, Luke, 
John, Acts, James, and Epistles of John. While we 
believe in the full inspiration of all the books of the 
Bible, we use in the evangelistic work what we con- 
sider wisest to sell at the present time. This is the 
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very soul of missionary work and we are so glad the 
people of Germano have been so kind as to help 
us in it. 

‘Let me just mention a few cases in which great 
good has been done in such like work. Many years 


- ago a Siamese near Petchaburee became a believer 


by reading Romans, anda man in the country became 


_a believer in Jonah’s God by reading of Jonah, and 


when he was told of Jesus he became a Christian. 


- Two hundred miles up this great river a Siamese and 
his daughter became Christians by reading books of 
- the Bible and perhaps some tracts. Over on the Bang- 


F pakong River a Chinaman said of these books,‘ They 
_ make me feel right here,” putting his hand on his 
chest; and he added, “I want my children to have

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in the Siamese province of Panga, is a Siamese living 
a beautiful Christian life through reading some of the 
books of the Bible and perhaps a tract or two, and 
south of this,in the province of Trang,a Siamese, when 
nearly or already seventy years of age, obtained some 
of our books and became a very earnest Christian. 
It was so refreshing to hear him quote the Scriptures. 
About three years ago he died a happy, triumphant 
Christian. I would like very much to say more about 
these people, but space will not allow. 


THE WHITE FIELDS OF FRANCE. 

HE following letter, recently received from a 

zealous-minded Frenchwoman in Detroit, tells 
its own story of devotion to Christ and the spread 
of his Word in the white fields 
of France. We are happy to 
respond by sending the Bibles 
and Testaments needed 
through the Bible Society of 
France for. distribution in 
Charente. 


DETROIT, September 20, 1905. 

About four years ago I wrote 
you for some Bibles for St. 
Genis, Charente, France, and 
through your kindness they 
were sent, and they have been 
wonderfully blessed to the 
salvation of a great number. 
One I had asked to be given to 
a certain Eugene Vivien, at 
Merignac, a large village, where 
there are no Protestant serv- 
ices. Eugene was converted 
and loves his Bible more than 
life. Many come to his house 
to have him read out of the 
Bible to them. Several have 
been converted when I was there five years ago. 
l saw this man and felt the Lord needed him, and the 
Lord has chosen him for a good work. 

This man had a little Shetland pony. He went 
around the different villages gathering rabbits, 
chickens, and eggs, and every Saturday he took them 
to the market at Angouleme, sowing the seed as he | 
went ; but he was persecuted, and over a year ago his 
little horse died through the meanness of some per- 
secutor. He has not been able to get another. 

The country is poor, the rats ate the wheat as fast 
as it grew, and on the 8th of July a hail-storm devas- 
tated the rest of the crop. I had hoped to get well, 
so I could have gone there to work amongst them. 
Good friends here paid for eight weeks’ treatment for 
mein a sanitarium here, but I was not cured. I have 
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not been able to walk for nearly four years, and will 
be crippled the rest of my days, but I am sweetly 
resting in the promises of my Heavenly Father. He 
doeth all things well, and I am trying to do what I 
can. The Lord has blessed me in all my undertak- 
ings, 

France needs God’s Word, and in those villages 
they are very poor, and those who have anything are 
Catholics, and are not disposed to spend money for 
the people. A few years ago I wrote you that the 
Lord had put it in my heart to collect money for the 
little church at St. Genis, and I did, and they have it. 
Now the Lord wants me to send or collect fifty dol- 
lars to buy that man a horse so that he can earn his 
family’s living and at the same time sow Testaments, 
Bibles, and tracts—a profitable enterprise, as he will 
distribute the Word of God free while gathering rab- 
bits, eggs, and chickens. I have already twenty 
dollars toward it, and I want to ask you, dear sir, if 
you could use your influence again and send a box of 
good-sized print French Testaments and some Bibles. 
He could distribute several hundred. 

It rejoices my heart that the dear Lord is- blessing 
the seed sown and that my people will have God’s 
Word. Itis what they need. Do what you can and 
the Lord will bless you for it. 


She writes again, continuing the story: 


I pray that God will bless the little that I can do, 
and I know he will. There is much need, but the 
Lord will supply. While it is ‘‘La Belle France,’’ 
yet she would be so much more beautiful with God’s 
Word. Some of her cantons, where the poor have 
been in ignorance and poverty through the priests, 
are in a worse condition than they were in the first 
century. De Charente, with Angouleme for its 
county seat, is so poor and barren yet. 

History dates Angouleme from the first century. 
Angouleme was the capital of one of the most 
important tribes called Agieinate. In 507 Clovis 
gained the victory over the Visigoths, and the walls, 
like the walls of Jericho, fell before Clovis, and he 
was received with enthusiasm in Angouleme. The 
Arabs, in their turn, visited the country in 732, but 
Charles Martel drove them away. Angouleme has a 
great history ; it was the birthplace of Marguerite de 
Valois, of whom some writers say she often sent 
Gospels and Testaments through peddlers selling 
different wares through the country. These are only 
a few instances of facts, but the worst enemy, Roman- 
ism, has kept the people without the Bible, and I am 
quite honored that God chose a Charentois, an ex- 
priest, Combes, to bring France to her present con- 
dition—free to read the Word of God. Oh! that he 
may open their hearts to receive it, their understand- 
ing to understand it! Precious Bible, it has done so 
much for me, and though I am not Marguerite de 
Valois, yet I feel it a great privilege, with the help of 
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the American Bible Society, to send God’s Word 
through one, a Charentois. Methinks I see him with 
his little horse and cart, going from village to village, 
those villages on the hills looking more like deserted 
graveyards, they are so old, and with no money to 
build or repair. The only new thing you see are the 
pretty school-houses built by the government. I see 
him gathering the rabbits, chickens, and eggs, read- 
ing and giving God’s Word, and I follow him with 
my prayers, God the Father, God the Son, God the 
Holy Spirit. 

When I hear good news from the Bibles I will keep 
you posted. 

May God bless you and the Bible Society. The 
Word of God makes me happy.

It was re- 
ported that £665 had been collected throughout the 
Transvaal and O. R. C. for the centenary fund of the 
Society.

list with a contribution of £336. The churches in 
Johannesburg and along the reef had: contributed 
4229. The local agent stated that during the last 


-year the Society’s circulation in South Africa had 


been 31,745. ee

Selborne said: “I am very glad of the opportunity of 
expressing my profound conviction that all the wealth 
of this country, its land, flocks and herds, diamonds 
and gold, are talents for the use of which we shall

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have met for the annual meeting at Aintab. The 
reports of the work in the different stations during 
the past year were very interesting, and in two special 
mention was made of the large number of Bibles sold 
and given away ; in Hadjin nearly five hundred copies, 
and in Adana an average of one hundred per month. 
These Bibles were sold, not only to Protestants, but 
to Gregorians, Greeks, and others. This clearly 
shows a desire on the part of many to know more of 
the Scriptures and to know by personal study. This 
was illustrated at the college in Tarsus. During the 
revival there a hundred and thirty copies were sold 
in two weeks. 

= Several instances, related by different missionaries, 
show how richly God has blessed the use of his Word. 
One was of a young man who was converted in the 
Aintab hospital. After recovering his health he re- 
turned to his home and nothing more was heard of 
him for years, when it was learned that he had prac- 
tically evangelized his whole village. 

Another interestiag fact brought out is the desire 
of the blind for the whole Bible. In Dorfa and Adana 
the blind are being taught to read. In the latter 
place, not satisfied with having only portions of the 
Bible, they, though very poor, gave eight pounds, and 
believing that others will interest themselves in this, 
they hope some day to have the entire Bible in raised 
characters. 

Grateful for what has been done in the past and 
hoping that even more may be accomplished in the

The following is from the House Mother in the 
orphanage at Marash: “We have given Bibles to the 
children who committed to memory 200 verses. I pro- 
posed to those that had received Bibles that they 
should write down, each one for himself, the good they 
had personally received from the Bible. One wrote 
thus: “ After I was brought to the orphanage I began 
to wonder why these people were so gocd to us, but I 
could not explain it. Then I learned to read. Iread 
the Bible. Then I read it again, and again, and now 
am reading it the fifth time. Now I understand that 
the motive of these good people was the Saviour’s 
love. Iam learning more and more of it, and I try 
to take the Bible as§the rule of my life.’ Another 
wrote, ‘I thank God that the giving of the Bible to me 
has been the means of saving me.’ And another, ‘I 
came here and found my best and strongest friend, 
and that is the Bible.’ And another, ‘Through this 
Bible I found the Father of orphans, and a friend in 
all difficulties and temptations.’ 

“I cannot write all,” the House Mother says. 
“ There are many interesting experiences. I cannot 
estimate the number ot verses that have been learned, 
They seem to have their Bibles with ‘them all ,the 
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while. Andso you can see that the Word is doing 
its blessed work.” 

The following will explain itself. I give it in the 
quaint language in which it was written to me bya 
native of the country. It is from the secretary of a 
Young Men’s Christian ;Endeavor Society in the in- 
terior; “On the 26th of December, 1904, the day after 
Christmas, the members of the Endeavor Society had 
a social meeting. And in that celebration we desired 
to offer a present to our Lord Jesus Christ, as a re- 
membrance of his wonderful birthday. The cash and 
written amount came to 300 piasters (about $12). 
When it was all collected we thought how we could 
send it to Jesus to arrive quickly, and we were guided 
to send it to you, thinking that to be the shortest 
way. We beg you to put it to the credit of the Bible 
Society, praying him to receive it at our hands as he 
did the two pennies of the widow, and to accept of 
us, as he did her.” 

I think we may confidently believe that Jesus will 
accept that gift, and the givers too.
